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Continuation of 3. NOTE: While the majority of the amendments overcome the claim deficiencies, the proposed change introduces new 
112 2nd issue, see claim 1 1 line 4 "said work" lacks antecedent support.. 

Further considerations also due to the change in scope, previously claims directed to machining (broad) now only cutting (narrow) and 
now independent claims perform a cutting, previously only generated NC data. The scope of the daims has changed and therefore 
further consideration Is warranted. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicants assertion that the current 
office action is incomplete is not persuasive. The Examiner provided a complete and detailed rejection of the claims and made a bona 
fide attempt to respond to applicant's arguments, therefore the office action is not incomplete. Applicant refers to 706.07(d) stating "(i)f, 
on request by applicant for reconsideration, the primary examiner finds the final rejection to have been premature..." This primary 
examiner does not find the finality to be premature and the finality of the previous office action is maintained. 

Arguments presented to both the independent and dependent claims not persuasive. The art was applied using a broad reasonable 
interpretation of the claim language and the rejections are considered proper.
